Thus, while the 
Telegraph Construction Sc Maintenance 
Company have had the contract for the 
work it has been carried out actually 
under the eye of the engineers of the 
cable board. 

F. R. Lucas, the chief engineer of the 
Construction Company, has accompanied 
the cable steamers throughout their 
work, and was assisted by an able body 
of awuHtnnts including T. Clark, chief 
electrician; T. London, M. R. Bond, Mr. 
Studdert, Mr. Bernier; J. Downs and W. 
Hint xlc. 

A. L. Dear bone, a well trained en¬ 
gineer, represented the Pacific cable 
board upon the Austraiian-dtava end of 
the line and then was dispatched to 
Bamfield. the Canadian terminns, to fill 
rho trying position of making the official 
test of the line.

8an Juan, P. R„ Oct 80.—Political 
rioting at Ponce wan renewed yesterday 
evoning; from 0 to 11 6'dock the city waa 
in the hands of. a Jtepubtican mob, al¬ 
leged to have been aided by municipal 
police. The Federal Club was fired on, 
one mnn was killed, and several wound¬ 
ed, but not fatally. The rioting waa re¬ 
newed to-day. Business at Ponce Is sus¬ 
pended. 

Another man was killed during to- 
day'i attacks of the'Republicans, which 
began early this morning, and /a number 
of men were severely wounded. The 
rioters announced that they intend to 
wreck? the Federation of Labor Club, 
and another club, during the day, which 
caused*the closing of all stores in Ponce. 

A 1 Spanish dramatic company, which 
li(>d been playing at Ponce, applied to 
the Spanish consul for protection, and 
It is reported that the consul communi¬ 
cated with ' the Spanish minister at 
Washington. Shooting and rioting oc¬ 
curred inside the/theatre on Tuesday 
evening, and since that day the company 
has been unable to perform. 


New York. Oct. 29.-The year 1002 
will be a banner year for J, Pftrpont 
Morgan. Up to-day the firm of J; P. 
Morgan A Co. has cleared $42,180,000 
in profits from the great combinations 
that he"has engineered. This is outside 
of the interest from Investments, the 
amount of which no one knows. Mr. 
Morgan is a director, trustee or officer 
in companies \?hose combined capitalisa¬ 
tion amounts to $4302,280,527. 

His greatest profit was made In the 
promotion of the United States Steel 
Corporation. He headed a syndicate 
that put up $25,000,000 to underwrite the 
stocks of the concern. This $25,000,000 
was the first Installment of $200,000,000, 
but the remainder was never called for. 
The members of the syndicate have re¬ 
ceived interest and profits on the full 
$200,000,000, which, with the next pay¬ 
ment, to be made about November 14th, 
will amount to $50,500,000, or about 200 
per cent on the actual investment Mr. 
Morgan/ it is 1 understood, gets 20 p*r 
cent of this sum, which, with the stock 
he received nud the $10,000,000 cash, 
makes his profits from the 6teel corpora¬ 
tion about $20,340,000. 

His next largest profits were made In 
the L. A N. deal, and amounted to $6^- 
000,000. 

In the purchase of the-Cbicago, In¬ 
dianapolis A Louisville, Mr. Morgan's 
genius was shown to better advantage 
than in any other of his deals. For this 
reason: He did not Put up a cent 
made a profit of $800,000, which, Accord¬ 
ing to Wall street te a great financier¬ 
ing feat. 

Mr. Morgan cleared in the Northern 
Securities combination $4,500,000. By 
his promptness in coming to the rescue 
of the financial world at the time of the 
Northern Pacific panic he saved Wall 
street from ruin. 

In the steamship combination Mr. Mor¬ 
gan made $2,500,000, and in the United 
States Realty merger $3,000,000. His 
latest profits are to come from the great 
combinations of harvesting and farm 
machinery manufactures. The amount 
received for financing this merger was 
$05,000,000, and Mr. Morgan received 
outright for engineering the combination 
n fee of $2,000,000. The remaining $3,- 
500,000 was made by the purchase of 
the Milwaukee Harvesting Company's 
plant. This was bought for $1,500,000, 
and was put Into the combination for 
$5,000,000. 

Thus Mr. Morgan has received $42,- 
190,000 and the year Is not yet over.

In 
passing it is rather curious to note that 
while the captains of Industry In Can¬ 
ada proclaim the necessity for protection 
from their aggressive American competi¬ 
tors, those same aggressors claim they 
would be rdined by the free admlasion 
of the products of (Canadian cheap la¬ 
bor. Without delving deeply in search 
of reasons for snch contentions, their 
repetition at irregular Intervals em¬ 
phasizes the necessity for some adequate 
power paying attention to the case 
of the consumers. 

It Is Bald as an evidence of the al¬ 
leged Indecision of the Ministers that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier has announced that 
the “government has not yet come to 
any definite understanding*’ on the ques¬ 
tion of the tariff. We suppose the pres¬ 
ent tariff la a “concrete fact” whioh 
iallies a sufficiently definite understand* 
ing upon the tariff among the members 
of the cabinet. That tariff has 
stood for a considerable number of 
years, and in Ita operation has proved 
its adaptability to our peculiar circum¬ 
stances in a manner which Is perfectly 
satisfactory It may be necessary to 
make amendments presently to further 
adapt it to later developments. The 
Ministers have been separated for a large 
part of the year, and have not had an 
opportunity of fully discussing the 
changes that may be thought desirable. 
No doubt they have their individual 
views upon the question, as every in¬ 
dividual with a “mind of his own” has 
his opinions upon the questions of the 
day. When Parliament meets it will be 
made acqu^nted with the. decision of 
the cabinet as a wholf Then the Con¬ 
servative party with its nebulous policy 
of “adequate protection” and the abo¬ 
lition of the British preference may 
perhaps be impelled to say definitely and 
decidedly in what particular it would 
change the fiscal system If it had the 
powef.

But 
countries so widely separated as, for in¬ 
stance, the United Kingdom and Aus¬ 
tralia, can only be brought together by 
better knowledge of eacl) other on the 
part of their citizens. To bring this 
knowledge about, with all its attendant 
benefits, not only must We lead our ex¬ 
ternal trade into the hands of each other 
as kinsmen, but we must not rest content 
with mere professions. Our best means 
of helping each other to attain the 
knowledge which means strength both 
in peace and in war is to qnickeo and 
cheapen communication, whether by 
cable, by post, or by personal transit, 
and if we make external tomn#n lent ion 
quicker we should not be timid in ac¬ 
celerating onr knowledge ••f each other 
In Australia.”

THE BOND OF UNION. 


The Pacific cable hat been completed 
and with the conclusion of that under¬ 
taking one of the most important link* 
in the great chain of Empire has 
been forged and placed In position. It 
has been repeatedly demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of those in whom the “wish 
ia father to the thought” that Great 
Britain and her greater colonies are 
drifting farther apart politically, and 
that the day must soon come for a final 
severance of the ties which, in spite of 
severe strains in times not so very dis¬ 
tant, have bound them together more or 
less strongly ever since the foundations 
of the commonwealths were laid. It can¬ 
not be denied that there are forces mak¬ 
ing ing for finion and forces making for 
disruption, but in the eyes of those who 
view the various movements in their 
trne perspective there Is no present 
doubt as to which movement is the 
stronger, and, unless there should be an 
unforeseen political catastrophe, will in 
the end prevail. • 

In the mysterious ordering* of the af¬ 
fairs of the universe an inscrutable and 
inflexible decree has gone forth that in 
none of the affairs In which mankind la 
permitted to take an interest can there 
be any standing sUll. This law applies 
to all the political divisions that have 
been created on this globe, as well as 
to everything connected with the life 
and operations of the creatures who 
have been placed at the head of crea¬ 
tion. There are elements In the political 
life of Great jBritain which are 
working, unthinkingly we befeeve, in the 
direction of disintegration. If they suc¬ 
ceed in the objects they have in view, 
dissolution will surely follow. Those 
elements have their affinities in Canada, 
and possibly also In Astralia, although 
it must be confessed that our relations 
with the southern colony have not 
been sufficiently intimate in the past to 
enable ns to speak with authority upon 
that point. 

The completion of the cable ia an event 
of great importance to Victoria and to 
British Columbia. It means that the 
Pacific Ocean is beginning to feel th© 
flret pulsations of the strong commercial 
Hfe that will in the course of a very few 
years transform it into the chief of the 
world’s highways. It means thst im¬

anight be firmly established In Canada. 
But he found that the tillers of the 
prairies were not prepared to make any 
further sacrifice*, even when their 
patriotism was thus pathetically appeal- 
ad to, for the sake of manufacturers who 
appear to be making more oat of the 
farmers than the farmers are taking 
from the soil. The man who toils npon 
the great plains through seasons of heat 
and'cold of the most extreme kind made 
comparisons, perhaps, and concluded 
that the manufacturer, judging from ap¬ 
pearances, was doing about as well for 
hJmsclf as coaid be expected. There be¬ 
ing no evidence on his body that it was 
suffering from working overtime, or 
that the strain upon the mind was 
greater than could be borne, the fanner 
told Mr. Borden in effect that the manu¬ 
facturer’s position appeared to be ail 
eight. The leader accepted the decision 
and promptly announced that the duty 
on agricultural implements was high 
enough. That is the only definite pro¬ 
nouncement that has been made, the 
only avowal we have ever heard of, in 
which the leaders are unanimous. 

And what about the manufacturers 
themselves? When, it was proposed that 
“adequate protection” should be accord¬ 
ed th© lead industry of British Colum¬ 
bia, did they hasten to extend their 
aympathy to the movement and to as- 
anre the Conservative leader that they 
would be quite willing to pay a trifle 
more for a i»ortlon of their raw materials 
in ordor that another great Canadian 
Industry should be set upon firm founda¬ 
tions? They have not placed themselves 
on record ap being eager to mak* ally 
each sacrifice.

At the meeting of the Fruit Growers’ 
Association, which has just been con¬ 
cluded at Nanaimo, the president, J. C. 
Metcalf, reported very fully, upon the 
shipments of fruit to Manitoba last year. 
This report is of interest not only to the 
association but also to ail fruit growers | 
in the province. In this report the 
methods of packing nud the Condition in 
which the fruit reached its destination 
are all described and afford a valuable 
store of information for future guidance 
in such work. The report was aa fol¬ 
lows: 

To the Officers and Members of the British* 
Columbia Frnlc Growers' Association: 

Gentlemen:—I submit herewith a short 
report of fruit packed and loaded by your 
aeaoclation uml consigned to myself at 
different points in Muiwioba and tue North¬ 
west Tiirrltorles with the view of deter- 
mining tue carrying qualities of our fruit 
When puckcd unu loaded uuder proper <fon- 
ditlous, nud further us to the extent and 
possibilities of these markets for the sale 
of our rrult and also us to the current 
prices for the sunte. / 

These cars were {lacked and loaded un¬ 
der thu supervision of a a expert packer 
brought In l>y the association troux Malem, 
Ore. The packing of fruit was much Im¬ 
proved over former years, as testimony 
was borne to U>is by parties receiving 
fruit. But there certainly is much room 
for improvement yet in this lespect, be- 
oause in doing no we do away with the oft 
repeated charge made against us of short 
wulgnt iu crates, it will fall to the ground 
and gradually disappear us we give greater 
attention to the packing of onr fruits. Oar* 
were all that could be desired In the mat¬ 
ter of loading, only 1 would suggest hero 
that fruits, such as pears, that have a 
tendency to ripen quickly after being 
picked, be loaded next to bunkers and at 
bottom of cars; fruits slower In ripening, 
such as app.es, be loaded la ceutre,’ where 
mixed carloads are being shipped. 

Three carloads were snippet* under the 
auspices of the association, and consigned 
to the followlug points: 1st car ty’olaeley, 
2nd cur Hour is, bid car Melita, nud were 
all about the same time in transit— seven 
days. The 4th cur, from Vancouver Island, 
and consigned direct to the Md'uersou 
Fruit t o., Winnipeg, and by tnetu forward¬ 
ed to Holland, in houtueru Manitoba, was 
eight duys to NViuiiip«q, and four uays 
more to llolluml, in aii 12 days. All 
these cars, with tue exception of the first 
car, Wolseley, arrived In almost perfect 
condition. First car, Wolseiey, bad not 
becli iced after leaving North Bend; sec¬ 
ond car, ttouris, was iced at Medic mo Hat; 
tulrd car, Aleiitu, bud not been iced in 
trauslt, after leuvlug point of ahlpinent. 
There was no ice in bunkers of Wolseley 
and Melita cars on arrivuq car Houris uan 
possibly 1U> pounds in each bunker on ar¬ 
rival, practicaliy none as tar us any beuc- 
ht Is Luucctued. Cur trunk Vancouver isl¬ 
and to inulpeg, and forwarued to Hol¬ 
land, had beeu iced at North Bend and ! 
then at Winnipeg before being forwarded 
to Holland, had practical y none on ar¬ 
rival ut Winnipeg, out iqfd cousluersbie ice 
on arrival ut riodand. Weutuer was cool 
and possibly hud been Iced Juat before 
leaving W lnnliK.-g, it being * snort run of 
85 miles, iiuui rot was evident to some 
extent iu first ear, Wolseley, aud in aome 
curs growers had us«d crates with buaseea 
to puck ferab apples. This 1* to be discour¬ 
aged, us they ore deceptive us to weight 
and are not used uuywuere for that pur¬ 
pose. Always use standard boxes tor each 
variety of iruiL Our Bartlett pears sun 
present that irregularity in sti tpe aud rns- 
buted putcues in appearance, but If wrap¬ 
ped, as they shoulu always bcl und pro¬ 
perty packed, will not affect taeir sale to 
any great extent If in good condition on 
arrival. 

Now, in respect to the extent of these 
markets, ana the possibilities of exten¬ 
sion, It la extremely encouraging to note 
Calgary,' LuineUton, Medicine liat, Moose- 
Juw, lteg,na. Indian Head, Qu'Appelle, 
Lrundon, Portage iu i'rairfq, Winnipeg and 
other places are points where fruit can be 
bundled in carloads, whilst the smaller 
towns east and weal, north and aoutu, can 
be supplied by distributing from the larger 
|H)lnts. 1 find n very Increased demand 
for British Columbia fruit everywhere 
this season, owing mainly to the superior 
fiavor of our fruit over Amcsrlcan. 1 also 
find very many points w here tuey have not 
been ubie to obtain fruit heretofore, ask¬ 
ing for und buying British Columbia fruit 
to such an extent that we are unable to 
supply the demand to a very small degree, 
particularly in plums, pours, prunes, crab 
apples unu hutuil fruits. The country Is 
developing rupluiy, people wltn money are 
coming In nud buying up land everywhere, 
niuny brain h lines of railway offe built,

Montreal 
whosd name wus somewhat similar to the 
Sluter Shoe Co. This maker CUM up 
from Montreal and gave evidence nt tbe 
tnoi, aiyl appeared to be looking after the 
defence for Wilkinson, but the Chancellor 
after hearing the evidence decided that 
uo one, except the Sluter Shoo Co., hud a 
right to use the nmne “Slater Shoes,” 
“Slater Goods,” “The Slater Shoe,” or any 
similar names in connection with boots 
and shoes, aud that Wilkinson had uo right 
to use any name or numes In connection 
with boots and shoes which might enable 
him to pass off a shoe not of the com¬ 
pany's make, -as being of_their make, nor 
in oj»y way to reap the benefit of the repu¬ 
tation which the Slater shoe has acquired 
turoughout the Dominion of Canada.

RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

Secretary Moody Favors One If in the 
Interest of tha United States. 

Chelae., Mara.. Oct. 30.-The Bepnb- 
licans had a big rally in the Acdemj of 
Mu*ic to-night, at which the principal 
■peech wan made by Horn Wm. H. 
Moody, aecremry of the ngry. gecre- 
tary Moody /evoted his attention large¬ 
ly to the discussion of a reciprocity 
treaty with Canada, which, he said, he 
strongly advocated, provided It could 
be made ia the interest of the United 
States. He quoted from a speech made 
by Mr. Chariton, a member of the Can¬ 
adian parliament. In which that gentle¬ 
man showed that since 1806, when the 
Elgin treaty cam® to an end, Canada 
had suffered from the change^ while this 
country had profited greatly. Under ex¬ 
isting tariffs, the United 8t«tes had 
found n vastly iucrenaed market for 
manufactured products. “The balance 
of trade," he said, "is constantly In 
favor of the United States, and it would 
seem as if w* had no reasonable ground 
of complaint. If, however," he added, 
"there is any way in which we can 
justly increase our trade with Canada, 
it is the part of statesmanship to do it. 
A Jnst and well considered reciprocal 
treaty,’* he concluded, "will find me an 
ardent supporter."

Yorkton, N. W. T.. Oct. 31 -The 
situation hfire to-day remains practically 
unchanged. The Doukhobor men, to the 
number of seven hundred, marched east 
yesterday morning. A train from the 
city passed ntany of them alongaide the 
track sleeping. A number of them were 
seen to start up in a fright as the train 
roared by. In Yorkton itself, the condi¬ 
tion of tilings allows unmistakable signs 
of betterment With the exception of 
some few sick and feeble folk, oil the 
Doukhobor pilgrims are women nnd 
children. Yesterday, the disposition of 
the women wn3 in most cases most re¬ 
fractory. Many of them had for days 
taken hardly any nourishing food, yet 
when the immigration officers offered 
them food such ns fruit, bread and bis¬ 
cuits, which their religious convictions 
will permit them to eat. they would 
throw it out of their hands nnd refused 
to eat it. Late last night a few became 
more amenable, nnd to-day practically all 
are eating the food provided for them. 

' To meet the enormously increased de¬ 
mand on the towu’s food supply is no in¬ 
considerable task. Tbe population has 
been more than doubled in twenty-four 
hours. The bakeries are altogether in¬ 
sufficient to supply the demand, and the 
Yorkton housewives hare been busy all 
day endearorlug to supplement It. The 
women at first refused to eat the bread, 
end at Mr. Speer’s suggestion it was 
first offered to the children. The famish¬ 
ed little tots grabbed hungrily at the 
food, and the example once set, their 
elders followed suit. The eleven hun¬ 
dred pilgrims still in town are housed in 
four buildings, the immigration hall, the 
old elevator ^nown as Aermoter building, 
the Orange hall, and W. D. Dunlop’s 
implement sheds. , 

After the arrival of the train at 9 
o'clock last evening a visit wns paid to 
each place. The women were lying on 
sacks stuffed with liny, some of them on 
tbe bare boards. They were crowded to¬ 
gether s^ closely that it was almost im¬ 
possible to avoid stepping on some of 
them in passing the serried rows. Their 
picturesque clothing was hanging every¬ 
where. Nearly all were quietly sleeping; 
the only sounds were the light breathing 
of the pilgrims. Here nnd there could 
be seen the figures of one of the pil¬ 
grims erect, with arms crossed over the 
bosom and lowered head, the lips moving 
silently in prayer. In the immigration 
hall was one woman clad in coarse 
white, about rtO years of age. A doxen 
others were around her, to whom she wns 
telling that she was to he the mother of 
the Lord. In another room was the aged 
woman who has been demented since the 
Doukhobors came to Canada, 

Interpreter Harvey put a number Qf J 
questions to many of the pilgrims. TTiey • 
were very vague, but very positive in 
their replies. They wore “looking for 
freedom." they said. “They were going 
to march away and leave their sins at 
Yoikton. They wonld follow their hus¬ 
bands and brothers. They only wanted 
permission to sj a whither they wanted 
to find Jesus.”

Those From American Side In 
Victoria. 

Not only are Canadian goods supplanting 
American In ths far Yukon, but in Victoria 
as well a change has set In along tbe same 
line. This fact (has become evident In re¬ 
cent months from local diatoms returns. 
Eastern flour, uMichlnery, flavoring ex* 
tracts, etc., which formerly were Import- 
'*• from the American side In large quan¬ 
tity are now received principally from 
Eastern Csoadn, and the revenoe colled, 
ed therefrom la constantly being mini¬ 
mized. 

The customs rdurns for October famish 
a striking Illustration of this fact.
